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According to Army statistics, 526,081 men have been killed in four 


wars against foreign powers since 1847. The percentage of costs in 
relation to the national wealth has increased from six-tenth of one 
per cent in the Mexican War to 87.5 per cent in World War II.

Although few people are aware of the black teeth trade, the export 
of this unusual commodity is an important industry in Cyprus. In 1943, 
the British government promised to restore the business when the 
Japanese war was over.
